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TTiSTORiANS relate, that in the 
"^ city of Oude, in the em*« 
pire of Hindoftan, there formerly 
teigned a prince, whofe name 
was rajah Peti. This monarch 
was renowned throughout the uni- 
verfe for his excellent govern- 
ment, and ftrid: juftice j but 
hfeav^n had not yet granted him 
a fon, who might affift him in 
9 the 
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the cares of the ftate, and to 
whom he might tranfmit the em-? 
pice after his deceafe. To obtain 
tliis defirable event, the rajah 
was conftantly foliciting the prayers 
and interceffions of the dervifhcs, 
and other holy men of his court ; 
of whom one of the moft re- 
fpedtable, on account of the fanc-

<iit Rajahv a . perfon eminent fibr 
lii$> l^arninrg, and acpomplifKr 
ments in the polite arts, Tke third 
was Dhanwantari Tubeel, who 
attftchcd' hknielf ' to !h^ ftudy of 
phyfic, and had Vnade a tonfidei^ 
rsklh pi*6gre&4n- that y&iy rtfpe*. 
taMe pVdfeflkm. The fourth was 
Cbitra ' 'M4^^ ; a pointer of great 
crceWeice; iThc fifth. /.waa Mi?- 
^ufcyiki Cltondrai a j^WjclUr, whp 
.f,i"^feiJ^,.a ji^Qnder^ui knowledge 
^ pr$«ioM^ ftoti^Sy and w^s looked 
f B 3 upon 
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lipon as a fkilful mafter. The 
fixth and laft was Calavat Rafa 
Ranga, famous for his Ikill in 
niufic. All thefe young men 
were attached to Caraarupa by 
the ftrideft ties of friendfhip and 
afFedion, and were never feparated 
from him. 

This party having one day 
fpent their time in merriment at 
the hunting-feat above mentioned, 
in the evening a moil fumptuoua 
entertainment was prepared, where 
the banquet was enlivened by the

his friend,. elated witih joy at tlusiiw 
teliigence, folio wed the young lady^ 
s^nd fooa arrived in th6 pre£nice 

of 
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of the Rana Kaam Lcttaii, whofe 
beauty made fuch iaftantaneous 
impreffion upon the young prince, 
that at the firft fight of her he fell 
motionleft to the earth. The 
princefs, filled with grief at the 
fituation of the beautiful young 
man, who had unknowingly taken 
pofleflion of her heart, approached 
him, and placing his head on her 
lap, ihe poured upon his cheek 
the contents of a phial of rofe- 
water, which ihe happened to 
have about her.

ceffive violence of the diforder, 
and his fon's perturbed imagina- 
tion, nothing more at prefent could 
be done, than to adminifter be- 
verages which were of the Jighteft 
kind, and pleafant to the palate j 
and thefe, with being kept quiet, 
were all that they could advife. 

All this was done, but with no 
cfieft; the image of his dear mif- 
trefs ftill haunted the mind of the 
unfortunate young Rajah, who 
having forgot her name, which he 
had learned in his fleep, grew quite 
hopelefs and defpondent. All re- 
iriedy and advice were vain and 
fruitlefs.

On this the Brahmin addreflfed 
the prince in the following man^ 
ner :

Again was Camarupa deprived 
of fenfe and motion ; fo violent was 
the effed, that thofe about him 
imagined his foul had departed 
from his body in the excefs of joy.

•* in order to offer up her prayers 
^ to the idols of her country. I 
^ have myfelf been an cye-witnefs

the mod accomplifhed and befl: 
" of the human race. Heaven, no 
** doubt, hath formed you for each^ 
'* other ; and you, happy prince ! 
** are the perfon whom {he has 
** beheld in her dream, and for 
** the lucky moment of whofe ar- 
•* rival (he moft anxioufly looks 
** forward. Go then, moft for- 
^^ tunate of mortals, and in making 
** yourfelf fupremely bleft, relieve 
** the forrows of that beauteous 
•* mourner." 

The Brahmin having gracrfuliy 
finifhed his relation, ftopped ; and 
the prince overcome with joy axid 

rapture 
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rapture at the unexpected event, 
turning to his companion Mitra 
Chandra, thus fpoke : 

" At length, then, my friend, I 
" am indeed happy. The perfon- 
" whom the Brahmin has juft 
•^ defcribcd, is undoubtedly that^ 
*♦ enchanting fair one, who hath 
** drawn fo many drops of blood

Mitra Chandra, overjoyed at 
what had happened, haftened ta 
the king, and informed him of 
this unexpeded event.

During this melancholy 
crifis, the unhappy Rajahs Cama- 
rupa fighed out the name of his 
beloved miftrefs, while fprrow fat 
on his countenance. Fate, how- 
ever, had not done perfecuting 
the objeds of its vengeance, for 
the rage of the fea flill increafed, 
and the boat in which they were 
feated, by the violence of the 
waves was dalhed to pieces, and 
every foul plunged into the deep, 
excepting the Rajah, and his

" city, fo fair and pleafant to 
" the eye, my heart rejoiced; 
" and I comforted myfelf with 
" the refledion, that I fhould here 
" find reft and repofe from the 
** troubles and fatigues which I 
** had lately undergone ; but, alas, 
*' unhappy mortal that I am, I 
" had no fooner entered your city, 
" than I was rudely feized, bound, 
** and brought hither. Thus, O 
^ queen ! having heard my ftory, 
" and corifidered at once my in- 
*' nocence and hard fortune, you 
"; will, I hope, extend your mercy 

" and 
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" and compaffion towards an un- 
" fortunate ftranger.'* 

The Prince having finiflied, the 
Queen after fome confideration re- 
plied, " As you profefs, O ill-fated 
*' ftranger! to have offended un- 
** intentionally^ your life is fpared ; 
^ but imprifonment muft be the 
" reward of your folly." So fay- 
ing, (he ordered one of her attend- 
ants, the fair Pudmawati, to carry 
him to her place of abode, and 
there in chains confine him a pri- 
foner.^ While fhe iflued this com-

Jittle diftance from the place they 
were in, was his own habitation, 
which he had left that xnorning 5 
"but that as, on account of his ex- 
treme old age and imbecility, he

At the fame time he earneftly rer 
quefted the Prince to perform thb

ielf to the bitter piangs of gpief 
ftnd defpain 

Cimarupa continued* in this- 
fituatipn many days, conftantly 
carrying about the old deceitful 
Wretch, and dfevifing within him-^

" my nativity, and overwhelmed 
" by the ftorms of adverfe f^te, 
?' would to Heaven that Derv^fq 
I 3 " had 
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** had not been fuccefsful in his 
" prayers!" 

When the Dervifc heard this re- 
lation, he immediately fell upon 
the neck of the young Prince, and 
tenderly embracing him faid, 
" Moft dear youth \ in me behold 
** the felf-fame Dervife, by whofe 
f* prayers, thanks be to the Al- 
** mighty, you were produced ; be 
" of good cheer, and referv^ your- 
** felf for better fortune ; for be 
** aflured you will at laft obtain 
** the utmoftdefires of your heart.'* 

• Camariipa, furprifed at this dis- 
covery, joyfully returned the ca- 

refles 
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reffes of the Dervife with equal 
affedion, and related the ad- 
ventures of Mitra Chandra, his 
companion, as alfo the manner Iq 
Jivhich Budea Chaund had fo aufpi- 
ciouily joined them. Upon which 
they all returned thanks to the 
Deity, for having brought them 
pnpe more together. 

The three friends having re-r 
mained fo^me time with the Der- 
vife, they determined to take their 
leave. Gyan Acharya, at partings 
prefented to the Prince, as a re- 
membrance of his efteem, a mofl 
exquifite curiofityj it is called in 
I 4 the 
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the Indian knguage Sungi Parus^ 
being a ftone of fo rare a pro- 
perty, that whenever it comes in 
contafit with iron, it turns that 
inetal into gold. Camariipa re- 
ceived the prefent with gratitude j 
and Mitra Chandra and Budea 
Chaund delivered up their rarities 
to the Prince ; namely, the red 
filk firing, *and the hairs from the 
Demon's body. 

Taking an afFedionate leave of 
the Dervife, they proceeded on 
their journey ; and after fome days 
travellings arrived at Dw^raka. This 
is a celebrated place of worfhip be* 

longing

time, heihwld.be able to reftore the 
health of his fon. The merchant 
returned thanks ; and very fortu-^ 
nately, by the application ©f 
proper remedies, the young man 
foon recovered hb health and 
flrength. The happy merchant 
would have loaded I^anwantari 
with prefentsj but he modeftly 
declined every pecuniary reward]^ 
laying, That he did not ftand ia 
need of them,, and that what he 
had -done was amply repaid by the 
merchant's friendihip. Every one 
prefent praifed the difmterefted dif- 
pofition of Dhanwantari, who foott 
gained the afFedlion of the whole 

crew. 
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crew. During his continuance ift 
the veflel, he made it his ftudv 
to attend all who were ill, and by 
his great fkill happily fucceeded in 
their recovery* 

Dehunada having become at- 
tached to him by the ftrideft ties 
of friendlhip and afFeftion, one day, 
as they were failing along, Dhan- 
^antari afked the merchant, whi- 
ther he was bound ? He replied,. 
That he had taken in merchandize 
at Bengal, and was carrying it to 
Serendib, the place of his birth. On 
receiving this intelligence, Dhan- 
wantari was overjoyed, hoping to 
hear fome tidings of his dear 

Prince, 
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Prince, the Rajah Gamarupa; al- 
though, at the recolleClioa of his 
lofs, he could not avoid weeping 
bitterly.

The merchant bid him be com- 
forted, telling him that the Rajah 
of the ifland. Rajah ChitraPeti, 
was his moft particular friend 
^ and 
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and patron ; and adde^) that on 
their arrival he ftiould - take carq 
to intrQduce him to the Rajah, 
who would make every .poffible 
inquiry concerning his brother. 
Dhanwantari thanked the merchant 
for his kindnefs, and in a. fhort 
time the veflel arrived at Serendib^ 
when the merchant carried Dhan- 
wantari along with him to his 
houfe ; from which, after a few 
days refrefliment, they went to the 
Rajah's palace,, to deliver the rari- 
ties and merchandife which the 
merchant had brought from Bengal. 

When he arrived at the palace, 
they perceived a vaft number of 
si phyfi-' 
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phyficians fitting afoundl ihe, Ra-» 
jah in confultation* The Priace^ 
perceiving the merchant, ordered 
him to approach, and greeting him 
with a hearty welcome home, 
in(jpefl:cd his curiofities.

- WHEN the fliip divided, by 
good fortime I got hold of a brokca 

plank^ 
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plank, which I grafped with all my 
ftrength, and in this fituatidn was 
€xpofed to the fury of the windfi 
and waves, every moment expedl:^ 
ing my fate to he determined^ 
To the care of Almighty Provi- 
dence I refigned myfelf; and the 
thoughts of my dear Prince and 
.our cruel feparation occurring to 
my memory, I was filled with the 
utmoft anxiety and forrow. It 
pleafed the great Difpofer of events, 
however, after three days and 
nights, that the plank on which J 
fat was driven on fliore by the 
violence ,of the waves, and I f^jGely 
, reached the land, hut was fo Iveafc 
;^nd faiat as fcarcely to be able to 

.dif- 
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difengage tnyfelf from the plank. 
Having however accomplifhed it, I 
lat down a fhort time to reft, till,, 
prompted to go in fear ch of food, I 
was induced to fet out. I had 
not ?idvanced many paces, when 
the fight of a quadrangular build* 
ing attra&ed my attention. Hither 
I dire&ed my courfe, and find-^ 
the door open, entered; on which I 
immediately found myfelf in a de«- 
lightful garden abounding with de*>- 
Ucious fruit-trees and ftreams of 
tranfparent water. In this abod^ 
of luxury and delight, the lofty 
pine and ftately cyprefs overtopped 
the more humble (hrubs, and af- 
£orded an agreeable ihade ; while 

the 
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the rofes, hyacinths, and other 
flowers blended together, perfumed 
the air with the moft refrcftiing 
odours. In the midft of this gardea 
flood an elegant fummer-houfe, 
where having liberally refrefhed 
myfelf, I felt an inclination* to 
fleep : I then threw myfelf dowrk' 
at the foot of a tall cyprefs adja-^ 
cent, and enjoyed a very comfort- 
able repofe. On awaking, I per- 
ceived the keeper of the garden 
(landing near me. He immedi-- 
ately afked my name, and by what 
means I had got into that fitqa- 
tion. I related the whole adven-

pluded 
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eluded with a requeft that he would 
inform me into what place fortune 
had condudled me, and to whom 
the garden belonged. The gar- 
dener replied, ** O young ftranger ! 
^ fate has caft you upon the ifland 
** of Seilaun, the country of the 
•* Raja Peti, who at prefent reigns 
•* over us. This is a favourite 
^* garden belonging to that Prince, 
*' where he often reforts to take 
^^ the air, and enjoy the refrelhing 
^^ breezes which this delightful 
^ place affords. I am the chief 
^^ gardener of the place, and if 
^ you will honour my houfe with 
^ your company, I fball efteenj 
^* myfelf happy/' 

I gladly 
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* 1 gladly accepted the friendly 
invitation, and the gardener im- 
mediately conducted me to his 
habitation, which was a neit 
cottage in the corner of the gar- 
den. Having prepared a plen- 
teous repaft, we pafled the evening 
in pleafing converfation j and next- 
morning the gardener, agreeable 
to his ufual cuftdm, went forth 
to attend hi^ flowers and ihrubs, 
while I amufed myfelf by walking 
about the garden, and repofing 
in the fummer-houfe. Several days 
thus pleafantly pafled over, when, as 
I had no other amufement, I exer- 
cifed my ikill in painting and 
drawing, in order to relieve my 

mind. 
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mind. One day I drew the \;»h6le 
ftory of. my dear Prince Caiha^ 
rupa on the door of the fummer* 
houfe, from the period of his re- 
iparkable dream in the foreft, un- 
til the prefent hour. I had taken 
care to defcribe the different 
friends of the party, all of whom 
I held in the deareft remem- 
brance. Having completed the 
figures in a very mafterly manner, 
it happened that the Rajah Peti, 
walking in the garden, perceived 
on the door of the fummer-houfe, 
what I had drawn ; and being much 
taken with it, demanded of the gar- 
dener by whom the figures had been 
executed. The chief gardener, who 

had 
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had not before feen the painting, 
was aftonifhed, and ncA knowing 
what anfwer to give the Rajah, 
endeavoured to excufe himfelf, by 
affuring the Prince that no one 
ever prefumed to enter the garden 
without his Majefty's permifliOH| 
and that the painting muft have 
been done at the time the houfe 
was finiftied. The Rajah's cu- 
riofity increafing, he became an-^ 
gry, and in a peremptory tone 
told the chief gardener, that if he 
did not find out the perfon who 
had drawn the figures before morn- 
ing, he Ihould certainly feel the 
dire effects of his anger. 

The 
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The poor gardener, much alarms* 
ed, came to me in the evening, and 
related the whole ftory; adding^ 
that as it was utterly impoffible to 
find out the perfon in queftion, he 
muft fufFer the punifhment of the 
P.ajah*s diipleafure* I Jold him to 
be of good cheer, and not affli^a: 
himfelf any longer, for that I was 
the perfon who had drawn the 
figures, and fo he might inform 
the Rajah in the morning; and to 
convince him that what I faid was 
the truth, I produced my brufh and 
colours* The old man, pleafed at 
this intelligence, hugged me to his 
bread, and expreffed his joy at 
the accident which had introduced 

m.e 
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xne to his acquaintance; and next 
morning the head-gardener car- 
ried me before the Rajah, re- 
prefenting me to be the perfon 
who had painted the figures on 
the wall. The Prince immedi- 
ately defired to be informed who 
I was, and whence I came. 
In reply, I told him, that I was 
originally from the province of 
Oude, in Hindoftan; that I was 
by profeflion a painter; and had 
acquired fome ikill in that art. 
The Rajah then afked me, if I 
could draw his picture ; to which 
having fignified my ability and ea- 
gernefs to pleafe him, he ordered 
me to draw his likenefsj which I 
L pre- 
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jwrefently ^id in fo mafterly a ftyfe^ 
that the Prince infifted upon my 
entering into hie fervice, appointed 
me an handfome falary^ and 
fuitabk attendants ; and from that 
time I grew every day moFc and 
more in his favour, fo that I 
ihared bis confidence equally with 
the firft man in his dominions^ till 
my fame was firmly eftabliflxed. 

The R^ah one day informed me^ 
that he had long wilhed to fend an 
ambafTador to his friend and ally 
.the King of Serendib, and had 
prepared many valuable prefents 
for that purpofe ; but that he had 
not been able, to procure any per- 

fon 
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•foh fit for the employment* He 
therefore requefted that I would 
accept the charge ; to which I rea*- 
diiy confented, in hopes of hearing 
fome tidings of my beloved Princa. 
Having ordered the neceflary pre- 
parations to be made for my jotir*- 
ney, I fct off immediately. My hav- 
ing been taken fick on my arrival^ 
has fortutiately proved the means 
of my beholcfing a dear and long 
loft friend. Now, having related 
my fiory, I requeft that you will in- 
form me by what means you came 
hither, and what has happened to 
you fi&ce our difaftrous fliipwreck. 

Dhanwantari then related the 

whole of his adventures from the 

L 2 timo 
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time they had parted; and in- 
formed him, that they had come to 
Serendib on purpofe to gain fome 
tidings of their common friend the 
Prince, but hitherto had not been 
able to obtain the fmalleft difco- 
very. He added, the Rajah is 
my friend, and has appointed me 
Phyfician to bis only daughter, the 
Princefs Kaann Lettaii, for whofe 
fake we had all undertaken 
this dangerous expedition. Chitra 
Mana immediately defired him to 
obtain, by every means in his 
power, the fecret of the Princefs^s 
paflion ; for he had heard that fht 
had fallen in love with a beautiful 
young Prince in a dream, and 

had 
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had no doubt but it was their own 
maften - n 

They agreed to embrace the firft 
opportunity that offered, and if 
that proved unfuccefsful, to go 
once more in fearch of Camaru- 
pa. Accordingly the next time 
Dhanwantari waited on the Prin- 
cefs, he told her confidaht Kaum 
Kullaii, that he wiflbed for a pri- 
vate conference with the Princefe, 
having fomething of a very im- 
portant nature to communicate* 
The attendant accordingly inform*^ 
ed her miftrefs of the Phyfician's

The 
Princefs immediately related the 
whole of her remarkable dream, 
and of her falling in love with the 
Prince Camanipa ; telling him, that 
fee had had neither peace nor reft 
fmce that fatal moment ; and con- 
cluded

related. Dhan wafntari, after pro^ 
raifing inviolable fecfrecy^ declared 
to tbe Princeft, that be t^owld do 
every thing in bia power t4> for- 
ward bet wifbes in fcarcbing fdt 
Camarupi; afid with thole pre- 
pofieffions he left her^ anci went tor 
Chittra Mana, 

The two friends now agreed that 
Dbanwantari ibould repair to tl^ 
Princefey and dtCire^ hereto divert 
beridlf with* various pleafurea and 
amufements for a little time, and 
that be (€hitra Mana) would 
' L 4 exert 
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exert every means to forward the 
bufinefs which had been under- 
taken, to the fatisfa6:ion of the 
Princefs. This being agreed to, 
Chitra Mana fet to work immedi- 
ately, and foon produced a pidure, 
on which was reprefented every in- 
dividual circumftance of Camarii- 
pa's dream. Having finifhed it in 
the higheft perfection, he gave it to 
the Phyfician, and djefired that he 
would prefent it to Kaann Lettaii, 
and wait until he faw what effed it 
produced, Dhanwantari accord- 
ingly took the pidure, and deli- 
vered it into the hands of Kaum 
Kullaii, who prefented it to her 
tniftrefs. When the Princefs caft 

her 
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her eyes on the painting, flie ex- 
preffed much furprife and admira- 
tion at the performance ; and hap- 
pening on a fiidden to fee the 
figure of the Rajah Camarupa, fht 
let the pidure fall out of her hands, 
and, with a^ violent fhriek, dropt 
lifelefs to the ground. The attend- 
ant, much aflfefted at this' unex- 
pected accident, laid her on a 
couch, and having plentifully be-? 
dewed her face with ottah of rofes, 
fhe at length recovered. The 
Princefs heaved a deep figh, and 
taking away the picture, retired, 
to indulge and confole herfelf vdth 
the fight of what fhe valued as 

more 
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more dear than all fhe poffefTed in 
the world. 

Kaum Kulkii, in the mean time, 
went and informed her friends 
Dhanwantari and Chitra Mana 
with what had paffed; and de- 
icribed the afloniihrnerit of the 
Princefs at the fight of the pifture. 
Upon this, Chitra Mana fet to work 
on another performance, on which 
he defcribcd the affliciion of 
Camarupa on. his awaking from hia 
^ream, and his fubfequent dillrac^ 
tion of mind, together with the 
portraits of his fix companions* 
This alfo Dhanwantari delivered to 

the 
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the Princefs, who ^xprefled the 
greateft aftoniflimenl: at fieing the 
Phyfician'a portrait among the 
others^; and requefll^d of him, as 
he had contributed fo much to re- 
lieve the diflrefs and agitatioa of 
her mind, that he would daily 
bring fome performance of this ex«^ 
quifite mafter of the art. 

Pbauwaatari;. well pleafed at the 
requcft, informed hisirieqd ; andJhe 
in confequenee l)egan,a third pic-^ 
ture, on which he delineated Gama« 
rupa afid bis compaoions embark-^ 
ing on bo^d the flup ; the ftcma 
which arofe, and the fhipwrcck 

which followed f he atfo drew 

the 
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the Rajah and Mitra Chandra" 
upon a broken raft. This piece 
Dhanwantari like wife immediately 
carried to the Princefs, who, when 
fhe beheld this third pidure, was 
greatly furprifed ; and rightly con- 
ceiving that this was more than a 
fiditious painting, called her friend 
Kaum Kullaii to her in private, 
and defired her to go to the Phy- 
fician and obtain information from 
him of the meaning -of this laft 
pi<5lure ; adding, that fhe had ob- 
ferved his own portrait among 
the others, and concluded by de- 
iiring that Dhanwantari would 
bring the Painter along with him at 
their next interview. 

The 
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The confidant accordingly went 
to Dhanwantari, and commanded 
him and his friend the Painter im- 
mediately to come before the Prin- 
cefs. They obeying, on their ar- 
rival Kaum Lettaii defired Phan- 
wantari to inform her of the whole 
affair without the leaft referve. He 
immediately began to relate to 
her every circumftance he knew 
concerning the fate of the Prince 
Camarupa, from his firft falling in 
love until the period of their fepa- 
ration on the broken raft. The 
Princefs returned him her fincereft 
thanks, and they all agre^ 
amongft themfelves, that Dhan- 
wantari fhould remain at Serendib, 

as 
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as an attendant upon the Princefs, 
that his friends fhould depart in 
fearch of Camarupa, and that on 
gaining any tidings of him they 
fhould inftantly return, and make 
' her acquainted with it ; at the fame 
time (he drew a ring from her 
finger, and gave it to Chitra Mana, 
telling him, that if he was fo for- 
tunate as to meet with Camarupa, 
he might prefent it to him as a 
mark of her afFedion, She then 
hid him farewell, wifliing him fuc- - 
cefs in his undertaking; and (hortly 
after acquainted her father, that 
by the great (kill of the phyfician 
Dhanwantari fhe found herfelf 
perfedlly reftored to health. The 
9 Rajah 
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Rajah at this information was 
filled with joy, and ordered a 
large fum to be diftributed to 
the poor and holy men; he like- 
wife gave Dhanwantari feveral 
magnificent prefents, and the whole 
court and city were ordered to 
make public rejoicings on the oc- 
cafion.

When Calavat Rafa Ranga had 
finifhed his narration, the Prince 
Gamarupa tenderly embraced him ; 
and the next day, while they were 
feated at the banquet, he made the 
Rajah acquainted with the whole 
of his ftory J who cordially congra- 
tulated the Prince^ and received 
04 Rafa 
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Rafa Ranga Vrith many tokens of 
regard. 

Leaving now this affembly of 
friends, happy in each other, at the 
court of Rajah Pri'tihi Peti, we 
ihall return to the adventures of 
Samadhi Pachanan Pundit, who 
had been the original caufe and 
promoter of the late difaftrous 
journey. 



iTbe Adventures o/" Samadhi Pacha- 
nan, a Brabmin^ attached to 
Prince Camarupa* 

WHEN the fhip went doiwn, 
Sftmadhi PachatMin Put^dit, tlni 

Brah- 
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firahmin, was committed to the 
mercy of the winds and waves« 
For the fpace of three days he 
ftruggled with fate; and at th^. 
expiration of that time, he was caft 
on ihore upon an ifland in the 
China feas. To this ifland many 
merchant (hips feforted, in order 
to take in goods, from whence 
they generally proceeded to the 
ifland of Serindib, to difpofe of 
their cargoes. In one of thefe 
(hips Samadhi Pachanan embarked, 
and after a fhort paflage arrived at 
Serindib, where he made every 
poffible inquiry, but without fuc- 
cefs, of the Prince Camariipa, or 
any of his companions.

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Finding himfelf difappointcd in 
every attempt to obtain intelli-

^ But if you deny this my earned 
^' intreaty, then will I at your feet 
•• yield up my wretched exiftencef* 
Saying this, fhe fhed a Ihower of 
tears, which fo afFeded the Brah- 
min that he could contain himfelf 
no longer, but coming forward, 
threw himfelf at the feet of the- 
Princefs, who inftantly recoUefted 
bim. She defired him to rife, 
4 and 
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and inform her where he had been 
for fo long a fpace of time. He 
anfwercd, That he had been to the 
kingdom of Oudc ; and their re* 
lated the whole ftory of the Prince 
CamartjpaV paffion for her> . this 
fubfequent journey in fearch of her, 
add the fhipwreck by which means 
he had been feparated from the 
Prince and the reft of his compa- 
nions ; and added, that fince that 
period he had heard nothing fur* 
ther concerning them. Kaum 
Kullai upon this earneftly Tcqueft- 
cd, that he would once more endea^ 
vour to find out the Pirince. To 
which the Brahmin moft willingly 
confented ; and taking leave of the 

Princefs, 
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Priiicefs, that inftant fet forward in 
fcarch of Camarupa. 

After travelling many days with- 
out gaining any tidings of the 
Prince, Samhadi Pachanan came at 
length to the cottage of Gyan 
Acharya, the Dervife before-men- 
tioned. On his arrival, the Der- 
vife a&ed him who he was, and 
what had brought him into fo de- 
folate a place ?

a confiderable body of the Rajah's 
troops, they fet out to the place of 
the enemy^s encampment, near 
which they arrived a little before 
dark. Here Camarupa ordered his 
troops to halt, and difpatched his 
favourite, Mitra Chandra, to the 
enemy's army as a (py, ordering 
him to bring intelligence of what 
was going on there, and how they 
were fituated. 

Mitra Chandra, in the habit of

When night approached, and all 
her attendants, except Kaum Kidlai, 
were gone, the bird began ib p^

xnoft afie£tionate remembrance. 

When the Princefs had finifHed, 
her friend Kaum KuUai told Bu- 
dea Chaund, that jufl before his

•^^ As^ foon as Bad^a Oiaiind at- 
mtdj the ' Prince immediately 
lodfendd the fiiken 'ftrihg, and Bu- 
dea- Chaund aifumed his natufat 
form.' ■ He then gavt 'Ciwardpa att 
exa£i: axxount of af 1 he had feea 
and heardi The Prince, in raptures

Agreeably to. the proclamation of 
the King of Serindib, qaa&y^P^iaeetf 
md Raji^a made their appeamnce 
on the day appointed, attended' by 
A magnificent train of courtiers, and 
numerpus attendants, each infpirei 
with the hope of obtaining this aUt 
'accompli(hed Princefsv . . 

A few days before the feftival^ 
Prince Camarupa defire4 l^s. fr^em^ 
Budea Ghaund to return once piore 
iQ the palace and fke his bisloved 
Kaann Lettau, and teli her, that 
pn the day of the jfefti^al Jie wfifuld

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certainly be prefent, agreeably to the 
plan propofed ; atad as a furer indi« 
cation that be would be fo, he de« 
iired him to inform the Princefs, 
that (he might, in the crowd, per« 
ceive Dhanwantari the phyfician, 
and the Brahmin Samadhi Pacha* 
nan, whom ihe knew, and that 
Budea Chaund, in the form of a 
bird, would be perched upon the 
Prince's wrift* 

Having given thefe inftnidHons, 
and tied the filken firing to his 
foot, the Pundit flew into the mf^ 
and direded his way to the palace.

chance might have forgot it. The 
l^undit accordingly prepared to de-

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The feftival of Secambur now 
arrived* Early in the morning the 
Rajah Chitra Peti iffued from his 
palace, attended by all the lords of 
his court, drefled in thjeir mod 
fplendid apparel ; and having ar- 
rived at the place of affembly, 
feated himfelf on a magnificent 
throne of pure gold, placed on a 
large and fpacious fcaffolding ereS- 
ed for the purpofe.

She was attended by an 
hundred virgins of moft enchant- 
ing appearance, each of whom 
feemed to outvie, in lovelinefs and 
elegance, the fairies of the celeftial 
regions^ The Princefs held in her 
hand a necklace of flowers, which 
her father ordered her to beftow 
upon that Prince whom flie ihould 
chufe for her hufband. 

Whea 
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Whcii ike entered the aiTcmblyr^ 
all the Princes^ aftonifiied at fuch 
a blaze of beauty, fet up a, loud 
•ihout, and masy were,, by the 
power of her charms,^ inflantly de*- 
prived of their fenfes, while others 
tegan the moft extravagant excla- ^ 
mations. . All anxioufly waited the 
approach of the Prince/^, each 
hoping to be the happy mortal tQ*. 
wards whom his propitious deity 
might dire£t her choice. Kaann- 
Lettaii being arrived in the cirdi^. 
threw her eyes around on every 
fide, anxioufly defirous of beholds 
ing the only objed: of her wifheck 
For fome time fhe could not dilco*-^ 
ver either him or his faithful com* 

panions^ 
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panipns; but chance leading her to 
that fide where the crowd waa 
much more numerdus, . fhe at 
length faw Dhanwantari the phy- 
fician, and Samhadi Pachanan the 
JBrahmin, and prefently alt^, t^ 
her great joy "and fati^a£liofi, her 
ever dearly beloved Prince Cama-^- 
iHpSLj fitting in the midft of his 
companiona in the habit of a der- 
vife. This fight had fuch an effect 
upon her that flie inftantly fainted 
away, and it was fome time before 
Kaum KuUai could reCal her to 
fife, by fprinkling her face with 
rofe-watei*, and ufing every other 
means in her power, which at laft 
had the happy effcd. She then told 
R thofe 
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thoie who furrounded the Princefs, 
that the occafion of her illnefs was 
the extreme heat of the afiembly. 

It happened that Camarupay at 
the inftant the Princefs beheld him^ 
alfo met her eye ; and the fight of 
fo much foul-inflaming beauty fo 
violently affeGtcd him^ that he alfb 
fell fenfelefs to the ground in the 
midft of his companions. By their 
endeavours, however, having re- 
covered, he caft his eyes about 
eagerly in fearch of the Princefe^ 
who at that inftant ordering her 
litter to move on, came up to Ca* 
marupa, and in prefence of the 
whole aifembly threw the necklace 

jupon 
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upon his neck^ and at the fame in-* 
ftant embraced him in a moft af- 
fedionate manner. 

At this fcene the whole aOfembly 
fet up a murmur ; and the Birahmlns 
and other holy men^ going up to 
the Prince, fnatched the tiiecklace 
from him, and gave it back to 
Kaann Lettaii; at the fame time 
reproaching her for bdng a dif- 
grace to her family, in beftowing 
fuch a mark of affe&ion upon a 
poor dervife and beggar, when fo 
many illuftrious and powerful 
Princes were courting her alliance. 
But little. ^id this ayail, for the 
Pnncefs taking hold <)f the neck-^ 
^ % Uce 
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lace a fecond time, threw it again 
on the neck of C&marupa, with 
every mark of cordial aflfedion and 
efteem. 

At the repetition of this ad, the 
Princes and Rajahs loft all patience, 
and rifing from their feats, went to 
the King Rajah ChitraP^ti, and 
informed him of the difgraceful 
fcene they bad witnefled. 

The Rajah upon this, ordered 
the Brahmins and holy men to the 
aflembly, and commanded theili 16 
aifigna reaifoh for this extraordinary 
condud of his daughtcir. They 
one and all re^^iied, that fl^ muft 
* have 
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hare been pradifed upon by die art 
of magic ; and advifed the Prince^ 
for the prelent, to difmi& th^ affem- 
bly of Secambur, and appoint ani>- 
ther day for the meetitig; and ift 
the mean time to ccmfine in prifon 
that audacious demie and bis inib^ 
lent companions, until 4hey ikmid 
be able to find out by what means 
they had bewitched the affbaions 
of Kaann LettaS. Tlie Prince 
confenri^ to this advkifef^ and hay- 
ing difmified the afleoribty, gav« 
orders thatOamariipa and his cofxe* 
panions '^ihould imxnediately be 
fdzed, and' thrown into a deep pit 
adjoining to the palace, the place 
In which male&aors vnrt ufually 
- R 3 con? 
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confined. This order was inftantif 
obeyjcd, and the unfortunate fate-* 
impelled Prince and his faithful 
friends were, without rcferve, 
thrown into that loathfome prifon ; 
where for the prefeht the ftory 
leaves them, and proceeds to relate 
the fubfequent events. 

As foon as the Rajah returned to 
his palace, he fent for his daughter 
in great wrath, and having re« 
proached her fpr the diigrace which 
flie had brought upon him, fo- 
lemnly fwore that he would confine 
her for the remainder of her life ia 
an inacceffible prifon. He accordr 
ingly ordered a place to be built, 

inclofed 
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inclofed within a very high wall, and 
when it was finifhedj he removed 
the Princefs thither, with all her 
effefts, allowing her na other com-^ 
panion than her friend Kaum 
Kullai. 

This unfortunate Princefs being 
fhut up from the world and fociety, 
and condemned to pafs the remain- 
der of her days in prifon, her af-* 
fedion for Gamarupa became more 
fervent when ihe refleded pn the 
punifhment which he was doomed 
to undergo for her fake. Deeply 
impreiTed with this diftrefling idea^ 
ihe fhed abundance of tears, and 
never ceafed day ot night bewail* 
R 4 ing 
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ing the unhappy fate of her dear 
Prince, often declaring that ihe 
would die a tboufand deaths rather 
than prove unkind, or forfake him. 

While fhe was thus lamenting 
her hard fortune, Camarupa and 
his companions were confulting to- 
gether in their miferable dungeon 
by what means they were moft 
likely to obtain their liberty. Juft 
at this moment Mitra Chandra re^ 
colleded the hairs which the 
demon Huddum had beftowedl 
upon him at parting, when be was 
QXi the point of being devoured by 
his companions, and who had pro^ 
mifed that whenever he ihoidd 

burn 
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burn one of thofe hairs, he would 
inftantly come to his affiftance, and 
deliver him from any evil which 
might befal him. He therefore 
propofed to the Prince, that he 
flioukl tfy what effedt the burning 
of the hairs would have. The 
propofal being agreed to, and Mi- 
tra Chandra having made a fire^ he 
put into it one of the hairs, when 
prefently after a loud clap of thun- 
der was heard, and the demon 
Huddum made his appearance at 
the mouth of the pit. At this hi« 
deous fight, the guards who had 
been placed there by order of the 
R^jah, were ftruck with terror, 
japd they all took to flight with 
4 the 
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theutmoft fpeed, Huddum, after 
kicking away the ftone that covered 
the mouth of the pit, looked down, 
and perceiving the Prince and his 
companions, afked them, what they 
wanted with him I Looking Up, 
they were fo much terrified that 
they could not utter a fyllable, but 
inftantly began to put up their 
prayers to God. Mitra Chandra, 
however, knowing him, called out 
from the bottom of the pit, and re- 
turned him his fmcereft thanks for 
Jiaving pundually performed his 
promife ; and concluded by re- . 
quefting, that he would deliver the 
Prince Camnrupa and his unfortu-, 
nate companions from their prefeat 

dread-* 
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dreadful fituation, * Huddum know- 
ing the voice of Mitra Chandra, 
upon this application defcended 
into the pit, and taking hold of 
Camarupa by one hand, and Mitra 
Chandra by the other, brought 
them both out, and then did 
the fame by the remainder of his 
companions* 

When this moft acceptable fer- 
vice was performed, he addreiTed 
the PrincCf and told him he had 
iong wifhed to do him fervice, and 
that if he pleafed, he would go that 
inftant and bring the Princefs 
Kaann Lettaii before him. The 
Prince returned Huddum many 

thanks; 
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thanks ; but told him, that for the 
prefent he only requefted to be con- 
veyed to fome diftance from the 
ifland of Serindib, Upon which 
Huddum having takea up the 
Prince and all bis compahioniSy coa- 
veyed them through the air with 
incredible, velocity to a moun- 
tainous country inhabited by rob- 
bers, at a confiderable diftance from 
Serindib. When he !had done 
this, with his^ own hands he buik 
{I fort for them, with every, thing 
fuitable ; and then having de*- 
manded of Camairupa if ihe had 
any farther fervixicf fgr bim^ tb* 
Prince informed him that he had not^ 
^ut that he ihould never he aUe t6 

repay 
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r^pay the obligations he had alrea^ 
dy received. The demon Hud- 
dum then took his leave, with the 
promife of being ready on all ac-< 
eafions when his fervices fhould be 
required. 

The Prince and hia companiont 
remained in their fort, confulting 
what fliould be the refult of their 
future operations. After much de- 
liberation it was determined to 
aifemble an army as foon as pof* 
fible, and to go at the head of 
it to Serindib, where Camanipa 
fhould difcover himfelf to the Ra-^ 
jah, and demand the Princefe 
Kaann Lettaii in marriage. For 

thi6 
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thia purpofe they firft made an al« 
liance with the robbers before men- 
tioned, who inhabited the moun- 
tain ; and the Prince recolledling 
the prefent of his friend the dcr- 
vife Gyan Acharya, namely, the 
Sungi Parus, which, as before de-

As foon as intelligence of his ar- 
rival was received at the Rajah's 
court, he made every neceffary 
preparation to defend his dorni* 
nions, and having colled):ed his 
troops, fent them againft the army 
of Camarupa, under the command 
of his Vifier Gee Singa. The tviro 
armies fhortly after encountering, 
a violent conflifl: enfued ; but the 
propitious ftar of Prince Camarupa 
prevailing over the malignant one 
of his adverfary, be gained a mod 
complete victory, in which hd took 
prifoner the Vifier himfelf ; and 

with-

After this friendly falu- 
tation had pafTed, the Prince led 
the Rajah into a magnificent tent, 
where he had prepared a noble 
banquet for his reception. Thefe 
two illuftrious monarchs, feated on 
a golden couch, appeared like the 
two refplendent planets Jupiter an4 
Saturn, in one conjunction ; while 
all around them, flruck with the 
magnificence of the fcene, returned 
their thanks aloud to the Deity for 
this happy event.

Rajah Chitra Peti having ordered 
the aftrologers of his kingdom to af- 
fcmble, requefted that they would 
confult the planets for a fortunate 
hour iu which the marriage might 
be folemnized. The aftrologers, iu 
obedience to the commands of their 
Prince, retired ; and after fome 
days returned, declaring that they 
had fixed on a mod aufpicioua 
moment for the celebration of this, 
fortunate event.

The Queen at the accuftomed 
period brought forth a fon, which 
added an increafe of felicity to 
Prince Camarupa ; and nothing 
was now wanting to complete his 
happinefs, but the acquainting his 
father of the events that had hap- 
pened.
